The Third REPORT of the Commiffioners, 
appointed- to enquire into the Fees, Gratuities, Perquilites, 
and Emoluments, which are or have been lately received m 
certain Public Offices in Ireland-, and alfo, to examine into 
any Abufes which may exift in the fame; and into the prefent 
Mode of receiving, colkaing, iffuing, and accounting for 
Public Money in Ireland. 



T he Assessed T axes, which are the fubjeft of thisEeport, are colleifled 
under the management of the Commiffioners of Excife, and confift of 
the Duties on Hearths, Windows, Carriages, Male Servants, Horfes, Dogs, 
Coachmakers, and Sellers of Carriages by Auflion ; Thefe Taxes are more 
ufually denominated in Ireland, “ The Taxes under the Hearth-money 
Colledion.” 

A Duty on Hearths was firft impofed in Ireland, in the Reign of 
Cha. II. By 1 3th and- 14th Cha. II. c. 1 7, a Duty of two {hillings on every 
Hearth was granted in perpetuity, in Compenfation for the profits of the 
Court of Wards and Liveries, and of Tenures in Capite, which were abo- 
liffied by another ftatute 15th and 14th Cha. II. c. 19, of the fame Seffion. 

By the Ad impoCng this Duty the Sheriffs were required to levy it accord- 
ing to Returns from the Conftables of every Pariffi, of the number of 
Hearths therein, and to pay the produce of fuch Duty direSly into the Ex- 
chequer. By the 17th and 1 8th Cha.' II. c. 18, the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council were authorized to appoint Officers to colleS the faid Duty, 111- 
■ftead of the Sheriffs. Thefe CoUeflors were empowered to examine the 
Returns of the Conftables, and alfo to view and number the Hearths in the 
day-time, attended by a Couftable. By the faid AS it is provided, that no 
perfon Ihould be diftrained or molefted for the faid Duties after the fpace 
of two years from the time the fame flrould have become due. 

As the whole of the Hereditary Revenue was farmed during the greater 
part of the Reigns of Cha. II. and James II. the Hearth-money, with the 
other hereditary Duties, was colleaed by perfons employed by the Farmers. Co™. 
It appears, from Howard’s Treatlfe on the Revenue, that this Duty was, ^ ^ ’ 

after the Revolution, and, until the year 1 704, farmed by the feveral Coun- App.^ 
ties to the higheft bidders, and that the Farmers paid their Rents to the Col- j

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ledl'ors of Excife for the refpeftive DiRridls. In 1705 CoUeflorsof Hearth-i 
money appear to have been appointed by the Commiffioners ofthe Revenue,

Con)m. of ajjpointment was long afterwards recognifed and confirmed by Statute, 

adhered to ; and theie Colledlors have always paid 
P- 5S3, 584. their Receipts to the Excife Colle6Ior of the, Diftrifl. By the Civil Lift 
3 Geo. III. A £1 of I 793 Hearth-money was conftituted a part of the Confolidated 
Fund during Flis Majefty’s life; and ever fince a new Duty on Hearths has 

с. ^34. ' annually fubftituted by Parliament for the old hereditary Duty. 

A Duty was firft impofed on Carriages by 3 Geo. II. cap. 3 : 

On Male Servants by 38 Geo. III. cap. 5 : 

On Windows by 39 Geo. III. cap. 15: 

On Horfes and Dogs, and on Coachmakers, and Sellers of Carriages by 
Aufilion, by 45 Geo. III. cap. 105 : 

Thefe feveral Duties are alfo Annual, and, by the Adis irhpofing or con- 
tinuing them, have been diredled to be levied by the Hearth-money Col- 
ledlors under the fuperintendence of the Commiffioners of Excile. For the 
purpofe of colledling thefe Duties Ireland has been divided into 34 Diftridls, 
and each Diftricl into a certain number of Walks, in all 1 16 ; for each of 
Appendix, which a Hearth-money Colledtor is appointed. The Colledlors of each 
h 2. 3. Hearth-money Diftridt are diredted to pay the'Duties colledled by them to 
a Colledlor of Excife within fuch DiftridI, Ijjecially nominated to receive 
the fame. To fuperintend the condudl; and examine the Accounts of the 
FIcarthmoney Colledlors, twenty Supervilbrs are appointed, one to three 
Diftridls, twelve to two, and feven to one Diftridl: each. All thefe Duties 
are due and payable on the 25th of March, for the year commencing from 
that day. The bufinefs, both of Survey and Colledlion, is performed by the 
Flearth-money Colledtor, and ufually at the fame time; but'as the Col- 
ledlion cannot be completed in many of the Walks in lefs than two or 
three months, and generally lafts a much longer time, ' the Colledlors 
are required, in the Cities of Dublin, Cork, Waterford, and Lime- 
rick, ‘and the Town ofBelfaft, to paytheir Receipts to the Colledtors 
of Excife once every Fortnight, and in the other Diftridts once every 
Month. The particular days for thefe payments, are fixed by the Col- 
.Icclors of Excife and the Supervifors, and are called “ Office Days.” The 
whole Collection for the year ftiould, according to the' late Regulations of 
the Board of Excife, be completed by the 29th of September. To promote 
<lil]5atch and regularity in their Proceedings and Accounts, the Hearth-money 
Colledtors are annually furniftied with a variety of Forms, conlifting of 
Notices, Survey Books, Cafh Abftradts, General Abftradts, Ledgers, and a 
fufficient number of Acquittances, with Duplicates. They are alfo fur- 
niftied with a Lift of Arrears from the 'former year. They receive thefe 
Forms and Lifts on the firft Office Day, held as fooii as convenient after the 
25th of March, and muft then proceed on the Survey and Colledtion of 
their refpedtive Walks. The Colledtor calls on the Occupier of every 
Dwelling-houfe for a return of the Hearths and Windows therein, and if 
he lias reafoii to doubt the accuracy of fuch Return he is required to make 
an adtual Survey. He at the fame time demands a return of the number 
Appendix, of Carriages, Male Servants, Horfes, and Dogs, belonging to every Perfon 
4- in fuch Houfe, Having obtained thefe feveral Returns he enters the fame

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HI h,is -Survey Book, uiider their feyeral heads, and alfo the parties names, 
their place of refidence,.and the date of the Survey,, The Collector fhould 
, at the fame time require P.aymeiit-of the Amount of -the feveral-Duties, and 
of the Arrears, w.heredue. If Payment is refufed he muft levy the Duties 
bv diftreis. Re fills up- an Acquittance, for .the .Duties and Arrears re- 
ceived, in which the Amount of each Duty, and aU'o-,.of .each-Arrear, is 
: fpecified. Pie enters all thefe particulars in the -Dviplicate of .fuch Acquit- 
tance. At the end of each,.Day.’s.Callet5t.ion he-extrat^s from the Dupli- 
cates of his Acquittances the amount of his -Receipts on . each Duty, and 
enters- them in-his.Cafo Abftradf .Book, diftinguilhing under- -each head the 
Receipts for Arrear.. .Pie.alfo enters in the.Ledger,- under each Pandi, thc- 
Refidenceand Names of the-Parties, the number and -Date of each Acquit- 
tance,. the number ofHearths, .and -of tbeother .Articles on which.Duty k, 
charged,- the Sum received, and .the .-.number of each Article on -which the 
Duty remains uippaid. On-the Office'Davsthe.Colledlor attends v/ith'his 
Survey ' Book,, his Cafli Abftradl. Book, his Tedger, the Duplicates of -the 
Acquittances delivered, and all the Acquittances which have not been- uled. 
The Supervifor .attends alfo, examines .and coi^ipares . the-'Entr-ies-in the 
fcveral Accounts above-mentioned with each other, -and with. the Dupli- 
cates of the. Acquittances. .If they all-agree, and the-Computations of the 
Duties be corredl, he certifies fuch Agreement at. the foot of the Caih Ab- 
ftradl, to-which the Hearth-money Colleclor alfo adds-his Signature. Three 
Copies of this Cafli AbflraQi.are made out by the Hearth-money 'Colledlor, 
to each of-- which' the Supervifor puts his Certificate of. Agreement, -and the 
Colledlor of Excife adds a Receipt, f|j£cify.ing -the Sum paid to him on • each 
head of Duty, and diftinguifliing the Arrear from tbe.Duty-.of .the .Currciit 
Year. Two of thefe Copies are given .torthe-ColledLor of .Excife, -one of 
which he retains, and the other he fends to .the Heafth-money Office in 
Dublin., the .third is.-deiiverecl to .the..Supervifor. .The.--.Hearth.-monsy-.CoI- 
lediordepofits with the Colledlor of, Excife the^Duplicates of the Acquit- 
tances granted. .The Suijervilbr, after .every Office Day, makes aR^Dort, 

.• called, a. Diary, to the -Hearthrmouey Office in Dublin, in which he Rates 
, the Duties charged, and the Sums received thereon fince the laR Office Day,- 
..in .every..Pariffi -in the DiRridI, , and adds obfervations, when neceRan', on 
the concludi of .the Officers in his DiRridk When -the-Coliedlion .pf - the 
'Walk. is .completed,. the . Colledtor makes out from his eBooks a General Affi- 
Rradl for each-Duty for the Year. 'That for ..the Hearth-money contains 
the. number of Plo.ufes in each Barony.; the charge thereon by Arrear,. 
taken from theLiR.^if Arrears delivered to him .at the commencement of. 
his Colledlion ; the Charge by Survey for the Current Year ; -the Receipt, 
on, the Ai'rear ; the Receipt on the Current Duty.; the Arrear. Rruck offi, as 
having been due .two years, and-the Arrear continued; that is, the diffier- 
ence between the Sum charged by Survey, and the Sum received thereon'; 
the.-Payraents to the Col.le6tor of.Excife on -account of the Arrear, and of 
•the CuiTent.Puty, with .the dates of fuch Payments, are -alfo fpecified. To 
this General .AbRradl.the Colledlor adds, his Receipt for the.-. whole Sum 
paid to liim-duriug -the year -.on fuch Duty, and the Supervifor adds the, 
ibene Certificate, which he .gives on each Caffi AbRradl. A fimilar Gene- 
ral AbRradl is made out for each of the other Duties. On clofing and 
paffing thefe General AbRrafRs with the Supervifor and Colleftor of Excife, 
.ihe Plearthmoney Colleflor lodges his -Boqks with the Excife Colledl-or, to 
i„ B be 
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•be forwarded to the Hearth-money Oihce in Dublin. The Colle< 5 lor of 
Hearth-raoney-makes out Six Copies or Duplicates of each of thefe Ab* 
•Rradts, one for the Auditor General, one for the Accountant-General, one 
•for the Infpedlor General of Hearth-rmoney, one for the Exci/e Colleflor, 
<one for the Supervifor, and the fixth for himfelf. He alfo' makes out three 
Copies of the Lift of Arrears, one for the Colleflor of .Excife, one for the 
^Supervifbr, and one for.himftlf. 

The only article in thefe General Abftrafls which requires explanation 
.is that.of “ Arr-earsjiruck-ojf'y 

-By the feveral Afts.impolingiDuties on Hearths and "Windows it has 
•been always provided, ;that no Perfon lhould be diftrained or raolcfted for 
i%,pcridlx, the Arrears of fuch^Duties outftanding, two years after they become due.; 
3. thus for exan)})le, the Arrears on the iDeties, w'hich became due on the 
..25th March 1803, and which- were outftanding on the 25th March 1805^ 
•were then by law irrecoverable, and ought then, but not fooner, to have 
•■been difcharged'from the Accounts, or .The Hearth-money 

•ColIeAors, however, on doling their Accounts, and making up .their Gene-; 
ral Abftrads for. the latlcryear, w'hich was clone in the month of -Odober 
.180.4, entered the Arrears then uncolleded on the Hearth and Window 
■Duties, which became due on the 25th March 1803, as Arrears '■^firuck 
;althcaigh fuch Arrears w'-erenot by kw .irrecoverable until- the 25th 
March 805. We w.ere informed, however, that notwithftanding this 
=mode of .making up the General Abftraft'^, the . Hearth-money -Colledors 
;are required to continue the Colleciion .of fuch Arrears, though entered 
Jiruck-offd A:ccoimt, ..tilb-th'e 25th of March following, when by- 

law they - become irrecoverable. As llich Arrears are 'ftruck.out of charge 

• on clofing the General. Abftradj'Vv^e inquired how Money afterwards col- 
'leded thereon was paid, -brought .into charge again, and accounted for.; 
and we underftaud that-the Money as. colleded is paid to the Excife Col- 

• ledor.; and that. to make a charge to-corr.efpond with thefe .Payments, the 

• charge, by Survey of the enfningiYeai:, is fwelled beyond its realamouiH, 
by .the .ackiition of the amount of llich Payments. They are alfofometimcs 
brought into charge by another mode, equally iiregular ; particularly def- 
cri'bed in one- of the Examinations, -to which we beg leave to refer. 
Although there is no limitation of time for the recovery of the Arrears on 
-the other -Duties in the Hearth-money Colleclioii, they .are ftruck oiT in 
dike maimer as the Duties --.on .Hearths .and Windows,, and the Money 
.afterwards colledecl .is brought to charge and accounted for by the fame 

or..fome other equally .artificial. means. Tn^the Appendix we have inferted 
Appendix, Account of .the Arrears of the -Duties under .the Hearth-money Col- 
legion, •ftruck- out of-Charge ia each Year, from -the 25th March 1795 
to the 51b January 180,5, .and the ;Sums-,afterwards colledled on account 

• of fuch Arrears. • 

We cannot heln -thln'king -that .-this irregular -pradlice fhould be dif- 

• continued in refpeiftbf all- the ..Duties, -but moft efpecially hi relpedl o‘f 
thofe which may be recovered at any diftance of time after they become 

• due. -We 'therefore recommend, that .in making up the .General Ab- 
.-ftrafe for Hearth and Window Duties, thofe Arrears which would on 
,'the 25th March following become irrecoverable, fhqiild be continued as 

Arrears, but in a diftindf Column from the Arrears of the Current Year.. 
-.Tn the General Abftradts .for . the .other Duties? all Arrears whatever, 

outftanding 
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oittftanding at the -Time of making np fiich Abftrafts, fhonld be retained in 
:the Account, and may be entered in one Grofs Sum, 

We have already mentioned that thefe.. Dudes .are 'both charged and 
-collefted by the fame'Dfficer/ ' In every. other branch of the Revenue 
we believe tome -other Officer befides the Collefior is .employed in making 
^ the Charge. The Hearth-money Colledlors are required on their firft ap- 
. pointment to make an aflual Survey of the number of Hearths and Win- 
dows in every Houfe in their Walk, v/hich, w.e underfrand, they generally 
do. It is a material branch of the Supervifor’s Duty to . make occafional 
Check Surveys, but he is only required to make 30. days Survey. in the 
Year, and it is not p'offible for him in that time to iiirvey the .whole, 
or even a ..confiderable ^portion of -.his .Diftrifl. In thde Survevs -the 
Supervifors carry -with themvthe Colleftor’s Ledger, and-Duplicates of. the 
Acquittances.; and ffiould carefully -afcertain that each Hearth, and Win- 
dow has been brought to charge. They ffiould -alfo inquire into the 
Number of -Carriages, Male Servants, Horfes, and -Dogs-: And fi-!ouid 
compare.the 'Acquittances iathe pofleffioh of the parties with theDupJi- 
cates' thereof. The 'two moft produilive Duties are thofe- on Windows 
-and on '.Hearths, :and -.the .Number of Windows and'Kearths in the fame 
Houfes is not likely . to vary much from Year .to Year. It may therefore 
have been judged u-nnecellary. to -incur the expence-of feparate -.charging' 
Officer-Svin this branch of the Revenue: But we are of 'Opinion, that the 
Surveys- of the Supervifors, as now made, - cannot -be fo extenhve as to 
afFord a Efficient check oft the Collediors, who, according ^to the .prefent 
lyftem, have far too much in 'their power. If, therefore, it dhould be 
thought that the ex23ence ofqjroviding-Charging'-'Offieers, .diRmci from the 
' Colleflors, would be difproportioned-to .the advantage to be expet^ed from 
thence, we moft ferioufly recommend -.that^the Supervifors fliould .he re- 
quired to furvey, in the mode now praclifod, .the whbie of their refpeflivc 
Diftricls, at leafi once in every two years. They -ffiouid alfo .enter in a 
• book all theqaarticulars of their Surveys!, and always check, by their lateft 
, Survey, thofe returned by -the Colleftors each -office day:, confequence 
- of this great increafe of -buhnefs it' will be neceffary to make fomcvaddi- 
i.tion to the number of. the Sujiervifors. As thefo extenfive- check lurveys, 
if adopted, muft go on during -the greater part-of the year, they will fur- 
iriffi the means. of collefting a part of the Duties, jjrobably ftuich megle<5ted 
at prdent. The law-impofes the-Duty for the whole -year on-every article 
iubjed to it, in the pofTeffion of anyperfon at any time during fuchyear; H 
alfo xequires the perfons making any addition to, thefe articks, after their- 
general.return, to-make a -return of fuch addition ; but there is reafon to -fear 
that ..this :s .feldom done, and alfo that .the Colkdlors, after having forveyed 
and colleftedthe. 'Duties in any part. of. their Walk, do not pay any furtherat- 
tention to it duringthe remainder of -the year. The’Supervifors.ffiould there- 
fore foe required to return to the Colleftors, without delay, fuch additional 
articles fubjecSl to Duty as they may difoover in the courfe of their Surveys. 

; With a view to improve' the' Colleaion -of .the Duties on Hearths and 
Carriages, the Colledlors .have, hnee the year .1787, been allowed 20 per 
Cent, on the net increafe of theqU'oduce of thofo Duties,. beyond the high- 
eft produce thereof .in any of the.'three years next .preceding their -appoint- 
ment, calculated according fo the:Rates of thofe Duties in the year 1787. 
.This per Centage,. however, Js peffonal 1 :d' the CbUe6tdf ..who 'has raifed his ' 

Coileflion, 
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•CollefUon, and if he-is removed to another "Walk he retains the amount of. 
fuch 'percentage, provided he. keeps .the Colledtioa of his new Walk up-to- 
the fum at which he received it. • , . • . :

We called .for an-account of this p.er.Gentage allowed to the Golledtor^, . 
of each Walk in. each year- from ^7.87 to 18.05. This Account, for the- 
reafons .affigned in.the. Letter inferted.in the. Appendix, could not be fu>--. 
nilhed to us within- the time we had fixed for doling this Report, 

This allowance appears .to have been given indifcriminately upon every 
-ibcrcale to -the Hearth-and Carriage.-Dutles, whether fuch increafe arofe 
from houfes exi'iling at the time tlie Colledor was appouited, or fiom thofe. 
built .afterwards. The additions, in the firmer cafe, only can be aferibed 
to the diligence and integrity of the 'Officer. And we oblervc, from the. 
Returns of the Emoluments of.the Hearth-money Collectors in the d;ftri6t.. 
of Dublin, that the amount of the 20 per Cent, allow'ance .is by far the. 
greatell in tho(c Walks ^where, finee the appointment of theprel'eut Col-^ 
ledors, there has been the greateE increaie of buildings.: For inilance, .in 
the Ealf Walk, compi ehending.Men'ion Square .and tiie new Streets adjoin- 
ihg, this .allowance to .the .Coliedor, who was appointed in 1 . 7 ^ 7 ’ • 

ceives 20 per Cent.-on the .Hearth and. Carriage Duty from every houfe 
creded fince that time within.his Walk, amounted, in the year ended 5th. 
January 1804, to £. 347. q. 9^. and, in the. North-Eaft Walk, coenprehend- 
ing Mountjoy Square and the new Rree.ts adjoining, this allowajice to the 
.Collefror, who was appointed in 1783, amounted, in theyear ended 5th 
January i8o4,.tpj,J. 198. 7. i. In the-’other Walks. within the diftrict of 
•Dublin, where few hpules have been. lately .bui,lt,..the amount of the 20 
.per Cent, dllovvance-to the prefent Colledors although. fome of them have 
Lecii.many years in office, has been cornparatively very fmall. 

•Itfeems probable -that the .amount of this allowance to the Colledors in 
-the Country iDiffiricls has been. greatly influenced by the fame caufe. Upon 
-the whole, -we are .inclined to think that this ,per C.entage..lhould not be 



: allowed .on. any future increafe of thc-fe Duties. 



As an encouragem.ent te improve the •‘-Coll.edion of '•the Window Duty, 
•the Colledors. are aUo'wed 2-h per Cent, on the .produce thereof. We beg 
'leave to remark, that the allowance of 2 tV per Cent, on .the Window Duty 
-.niay be very realbnable in .the Country ..Diflritls., but we cannot he)j> 
-thinking, .that in Dublip^ and the other large tow.us, it .is higher than is 
.jieceflary. 

Although the CoUedion-of thefe Duties fhould, according to the late 
Regulations, be.cIorec! by the-apth-of September in each j'ear, we unclerfland 
..that .a. large portion of the Duties of laft year remained uncolleded in Fe- 
hruary i-8o6. 'We are informed that fome aksraiions in the mode of Survey 
•.and Cblledion v/efe expeded to.be raacie by the Legifiaturein the lafl; Sef- 
fion of Parliament, and that it was judged expedient to poflpone the.Col- 
. le'dion till thefe R.C2ulations fhould be eflabliihed : That the Ad did not

N^I. pafs till the 10th day of July, and was not received here till the 2d 01 
Augufl: : And that fome doubts having occurred on the confl:i:.udion of the 
'Regulations, a further delay was thereby occafioned. The Taxes impofed , 
laliyear on Coachmakers, and Sellers of Carriages by Audion, arc.colleded •• 
Geo.lIL in a manner fomcvvhat different : Befides an Annual Tax in the nature of , 
a Licenfe Duty, payable by perfons carrying on thefe Trades, they are alfo 
liable to ,pay a certain Em for .each Carriage made or fold by them re- ' 

iQjediveiy, 
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fpe6tively, and they are required to return to the Excife Colledlors, every 
quarter, the number of Carriages made or fold by them within fuch quarter, 
and from thcfe Returns the Colledtors of Excife give Warrants to the feveral 
Hearth-money Collectors to colledl the Duties accrued thereon within their 
refpeflive Walks. A particular form of Cafli Abllradt, aitd of a genera! 
Abftradlfor iuch Duties, isfurnifhed to the Collectors. 

The Hearthmoney Collectors have an allowance of 40 per Annum, 
which is paid to them on doling their Accounts for the Year by the Col- 
lectors of Excife. The 2^ per Cent, on the produce of the Window Tax 
is allowed them by the Excife Collectors,- out of their feveral Payments on Appendix, 
that Duty. The 20 per Cent, on the net Increafe of the- produce of the ^ 
Duties on Hearths and Carriages is alfo paid to them by the Excife Col- 
lectors, but not till they have received an Order from the Board of Excife 
for that purpofe, which order is grounded on the Cei tificate of the InfpeCtor 
General of Hearth-money. • They alfo receive an Allowance, paid in like 
manner by the' Excife Collectors, of 8 a year for the expence of Con- 
flables. The SuperVifor of Dublin has a Salary of 70 a year, and the 
other Supervifors have^^.Co a year each. An addition of X'.fO a year was 
made to the Salaries of the Supervifors on the impoftion of the Duty on 
Windows. The net Produce of thefe Duties, after deducting the Salaries 
and Allowances above-mentioned, and allb the incidents in refpedt of thefe 
Duties, is paid or remitted by the Excife Collectors to the Receiver Ge- 
neral of Cuftoms and Excife. They infert in the charge part of their 
Weekly and Monthly AbftraCts, and Quarterly and Annual Accounts, the 
amount received on account of thefe Duties in the week, month, quarter, 
and year refpedively. In the difeharge fide of thefe AbftraCts and Ac- 
counts they infert in like manner their Payments for Salaries, Allowances, 
and Incidents, but they do not therein diftinguifh their payments or re- 
mittances on account of thefe Duties from thofe on account of the other 
Duties in their Collection. From the Cafh AbftraCts of the Hearth-money Aj^jendlx, 
Collectors, returned in the manner before deferibed, the InfpeCtor General 3* 

of Hearth-money enters in Ledgers the Payments made to each Excife 
Collector on each Duty; he likewife enters from the fame documents, in 
a Monthly Produce Book, the total Payments to each Excife Collector on 
each Duty for every Month ; and every Quarter he transfers the total 
amount for each DiftriCt into his Quarterly Produce Book. 

On receiving the General AbftraCt after the clofe of each Collection, he 
compares the Payments to the Excife Collector, as entered therein, with the 
Payments in his Ledgers, made up from the Cafh AbftraCts. In cafe of 
difagreement, or if he has any other reafon for doubting the accuracy of the 
AbftraCts, he examines the Survey Books, and re-computes the Duties. 

From theie General AbftraCts he eaters in a Ledger the Charge by Survey 
in each Barony or Parifti, the receipt .of Duty in each, the total Charge and 
total Receipt, the Arrearftruck off, andtheArrear continued. Should the 
Payments to the Excife Collectors appear lo fall fhort of the Receipts by the 
Hearth-money Collectors, he charges in"the Ledger the deficiency as a ba- 
lance due bv the latter. Frona his Quarterly Produce Book he furnifties the 
Accountant General with a feparate Certificate of the total amount of each 
Duty paid to each Collector of Excife within the quarter from his Ledger 
he makes out a Certificate for the Accountant General for each Duty in 
each DiftriCt for the year. This Certificate contains the names of the fe- 
I . C ^■eral 
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veral Hearth-money Colledtors withiH the DiftrI6I, the Charge by Survey, 
the Receipt thereon, and the Arrear continued, alio the Charge by Arrear, 
the Receipt thereon, and the Arrear Rruck off in each Walk ; and if the 
Appendix, Payments to the Excife Colledors fall Ihort of the Receipts, the Balance 
1 , 10. {-tie Hearth-money Coliedlor is alfo Rated in the Certificate, that the 

Excife ColleiSlor may have credit for fuch Balance. As the Colleflion for 
the year ended 5th January 1806 was not nearly clofed when the Certi- 
ficate for that year was made out, the InfpeiRor General certified as the 
charge againR the Excife Coiieftors only the Sums actually paid to them 
on account of thefe Duties, and of courfe there could be neither continued 
Arrears nor Balances in the hands of Hearth-money Colledlors, returned by 
fuch Certificate. The Jiifpedlor General certifies alfo to the Accountant 
General the amount of the 2^ per Cent, allowed to each Hearth-money 
Colledor, on account of his Receipts on the Window Duty ; he certifies to 
the Board the amount of the 20 per Cent, on the Hearth and Carriage 
Duties, to be allowed the feveral Hearth-money Colledlors, and the Board’s 
Order on this Certificate is alfo tranfmitted to the Accountant General. 
The examiner and Rater of Hearth-money Accounts examines the claims 
of the Excife Colle£lors for payments of Salaries to the Supervifors and 
Appendix, Hearth-money Colledors, and of Incidents, and certifies to the Accountant 
General thefum to be allowed to each Colledtor of Excife thereon. The 
Appendix Accountant General makes up but one Annual x\ccount for each Excife 
N»io. ’ Coliedlor, comprehending his Receipts and Payments on ail the Duties 
within his colle(Rion. This Account fb far as refpedts the Duties under the 
Hearth-money Collcdlioii, is made up from the Certificates we have juR 
deferibed, and in the following manner : — On the Charge fide is entered 
firR the amount of the Balances due by the feveral prefent and former 
Hearthmoney Colleblors of the Diftrid, and next the amount of the Ar- 
rears continued, or in colledion on each Duty, ail taken from the difeharge 
fide of the laR year’s account ; then follows the Amount received by the 
Excife Colledor on each Duty for each of the three firR quarters of the 
Year ; but to make up the charge for the laR quarter, the amount 
of the three quarters Receipts is decluded from the whole charge by furvey 
on each Duty. The Balance is entered as the Charge for the laR quarter, 
by which means the whole charge by Survey is brought into charge againR 
the Excife Collector. On the difeharge fide the Collector gets credit for 
the Salaries and feveral Allowances to the Heai'th-money Coiledtors and 
Supendfors, according to the Certificates above-mentioned, alfo for the 
Balances due by the Hearth-money Colledtors, the Arrear continued, or in 
colledtion, and the Arrear Rruck off. The Sums paid or remitted by the, 
Excife Colledtor, on account of thefe Duties, being blended with his other 
Payments and Remittances, the Accountant General gives him credit for 
the whole on the authority of the Receiver General’s Acquittances : on 
this account only one general Cafli Balance can of courfe be Rruck. As 
thefe annual Accounts, fo far as they refped the Duties in the Eiearth- 
money Colledion, are made up from the Certificates of the Infpedor Ge- 
neral of Hearth-money, and as his Certificates are grounded on the Gene- 
ral AbRradfs of the Hearth-money Colledfors, it is obvious that the irregu- 
larities refpedUng the outRanding Arj'ears, entered as Arrears Rruck off, 
muR necefiarily exiRalfo in the Annual Accounts. In the Accounts made 
up to the 5th of January, Arrears of Hearth and Window Duties, which 

do 
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do not become irrecoverable till the 25th March following, are entered as 
ftruck off, and thereby difcharged from the Accounts, and the Arrears of 
the fame Date on the other Duties, although always recoverable, are in 
like manner entered as ftruck oh'^ and are difeharged for ever from the Ac- 
counts. The alterations we havepropofed in the manner of entering the 
Arrears in the General Abftradls, will, if adopted, neceffarily produce a cor- 
refponding reform in the Annual Accounts made up by the Accountant 
General. The Arrears of Hearth and Window Duties now ftruck off in 
the Accounts clofed on the 5th January, Ihould in future be flruck off in 
the Account for the Quarter ending the ^th of April following, and the 
Arrears on the other Duties Ihould be continued in charge fro’m year to 
year. But to prevent an accumulation in the Accounts of Arrears really 
delperate, it fhould be the duty of fome perfon in the Hearth-money Oifice 
to examine into the hate of fuch Arrears, and to rephrt to the Board of 
Kxcife fuch as from time to time fiiould appear to be irrecoverable or in- 
folvent, and by an Order from the Board hich infolvent Arrears fhould be 
difeharged from the Accounts. 

We annex, in the Appendix, a Return of the Officers exclufively- em- 
ployed in the Hearthmoney Coiledlion. It appears that no Fees are taken 
in this Department, except in the Hearth-money Office in Dublin, and 
there only to a trivial amount. 

We alfo annex an Account of the Grofs Produce of the Taxes in the 
Hearth-money Department, for five years, ended 5th January 1806. The 
produce for the laff year appears far fhort of that of the preceding year. 
This arofe, as has been already ftated, from the Colledlion for 1806 not 
having been nearly completed when the account was made up. 

We likewife infert an Account of Taxes furveyed and colledled, and the 
Amount of the Arrears in each Walk of the diffrifts of the City and County 
of Dublin, for the year ending the 25th March 1805. 

The Salaries of all the Officers in this Department are charged to the 
account of Incidents. We have uniformly been of opinion that all fixed ^ 
Salaries fliould be put on the eftablifhment to which the Officers belong. 
We therefore recommend, that the Salaries and fixed Allowances of all the 
Officers employed in the Hearth-money Colledfioii, fhould be immediately 
placed on the eftablifhment. 

We have already Rated that all the expences of this Department are paid 
by the Excife Collectors of the feveral diftricts, and charged in the general 
Account of the Revenues under their collection ; and every Return of the 
Amount of the Hearth-money Duties exhibits the grofs and not the net 
Produce. 

We have only to add, refpeaiug the accounts of thefe Taxes, that the 
Hearth-money year ends on the 25th of March; but the Hearth-money 
Colledlors ufualiy clofe their Accounts in the October preceding; and 
although the other Accounts of thefe Duties are not made up till the 5th. 
of January, yet they contain nothing but what is included in the Hearth- 
money Collector’s Accounts fo made up in October. By this mode, what- 
ever Duties are difeovered and collected between OCtober and the 25th of 
March are excluded from all thefe Accounts, but are included in the Ac- 

counts 
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counts for the fucceeding. year, commencing from the 25th of March, as 
a part of the Duties for Ihch year. This, and a fimilar irregularity already 
noticed refpedting Arrears ftruck off, would be moR effedlually corredled 
by making the Hearth-money year correfpond with the general Revenue 
year, which ends on the 5th of January, and by keeping the Accounts of 
the Hearth-money Colledtors open till that day, which may be done with- 
out extending the ufual time of the general colledtion. By thefe means all 
the Duties accruing and colledted within each year would be included in 
the Accounts of fuch year. If this alteration £hould be adopted, it would 
probably be found convenient at the fame time to make thefe Duties 



permanent.

The Examination of Mr. THOMAS WRAY 5 taken upon 
Oath, the 3d, 4th, 6th., and 7th of February i8u6. 

THIS Examinant faith, 

THAT he was appointed Tnfpeiflor of Hearthmoney by Commifnon in April 
1781, ^and to the office he now holds in the year 1787 or beginning ofiySg} the 
-office in which he now afls was originally that of Examinator of Hcardunoney, but 
in the year 1788, this Examinant was added to the office as Infpedtor General. 

The Examinator of Hearthmoney does no duty. The bufinefs of the office is 
-condufted by this Examinant and the Affiftanc Examinator of Hearthmoney. 

The duty of the office is to fuperintencl the furveying, collecting, and accountino- 
for the Taxes upon Hearths, Carriages, Servants, Windows, Horfes, Dogs, Coac.h- 
-makers, and Sellers of Carriages by aiiCtion, under the direction of the ExcTfe Board. 

The Supervifors and the Hearth Collectors are appointed by Commiffion, and a 
Hearthmoney Collector is appointed to each walk annually, by Order of theBoard, 
•communicated by the InfpeClor General or Affiftanc Examinator to the different 
Supervifors. The letter containing this communication contains aifo full Inftruc- 
tions for the conduCt of the Supervilbr. 

Perforis intended for Hearthmoney Collectors are fent by Government to the 
•Hearthmoney Office, with orders to be inftruCted in their duty ; when inftructed, 
they are certified as fuch, and placed on a lift, from which vacancies as they occur are 
filled in regular rotation, and when ordered on duty, are fupplied with printed In- 
ftruCtions for their conduCt, which InftruCtions arc repeated or altered as often as 
occafion may require. 

On going on duty, the Hearthmoney Colkftor is fupplied with a Survey Book, a 
Ledger, a Calh AbftraCt Book, and fo many books of Acquictances'as may ferve for 
his Collection, until the time appointed for making his fucceeding payment j and 
with the Notices required by Law for afeertaining the Duties on Carnages, Servants, 
Horfes, and Dogs. He is alfo fupplied with Acquittances to pafs by way of Licences 
to Coachmakers and Sellers of Carriages by auCtion, and for the Duties upon' Car- - 
nages made or Carriages fold ; with thofe materials he proceeds on his Survey and 
Colleftion, demanding from the occupier of each dwdling-houfe, See. a declaration 
•or return of the Hearths and Windows in fuch houfe or tenements, and in cafe he 
fhould doubt the accuracy of fuch declaration or return, he is to make an aflual 
Survey, in order to afeertain the faCt ; and he is alfo to demand a lift or account of 
the Male Servants, Carriages, Horfes, and Dogs, with their defeription, which he 
•enters, on receiving, in his Survey Book ; lliould the perfon not deliver fuch an 
accountj the Officer muft leave a notice, and wait for ten days; on receiving the 
ffeckration, lift, or account he is to demand the duties chargeable; if paid,, pafs an 
Acquittance or Receipt for the fame, keeping a duplicate of each in his book. 

From the Survey Book', he pofts into his Ledger the refidence and perfons names, 
with the number of Hearths, Window;;, Carriages, Servants, Horfts, and Dogs j 
Irom the duplicates of the Acquittances, he pofts his receipts in the Ledger bppofite 
the line of Charge. 

^ Previous to his entering on his Survey and Colledtion, days are fixed ibr malcincr 
his payments to the Colleftor of Excife in the diftrift, at the interval 'of one month 
OP a fortnight, as circumftances may require. At the end of each day’s colledion, he 
extrads from the duplicates of the Acquittances paffed in the day, the amount of his " 
daily receipt under each head of duty, which he enters in his Cafh Abftraff Book, 
and attends with .it to make his payment on the day appointed, prcvioufly making '' 
•three copies thci-eof, one for the Supervifor, one for the Colledor ofExcIfe, and" ' 

one 
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one to be fent by the Colleftor of Excife to the Hearthmoney Office in Dublin, the 
■•Collecibr of Kxcife having figned a receipt at foot of each. 

On making each payment, he is to lodge the duplicate Acquittances in the 
Excife Office. 

On clofing the Survey and Collection of his walk, he extraCls from his Ledger, and 
condenfes the charge by Survey, the receipts and the arrears, if any outftanding, in 
each Parifh and Barony in the walk, and enters them all in a general AbftraCl for 
■each head of duty, of which he makes fix copies to be fent to the Auditor General, 
the Accountant General, the Hearthmoney Office in Dublin, and the Excife Office 
of the diftdCt, one for the Hearthmoney ColleClor himfelf, and the remaining one 
for the Supervifor. 

•Previous to the Hearthmoney Collector’s entering upon a Survey or Collection, if 
any arrear has been continued in the walk from the preceding year, he is furniffied 
with a copy thereof, which he enters in pages for that purpofe left in his Calb Ab- 
ItraCt Book, with columns fimilar ro the Ledger, for the receipts thereof, and as he 
receives, he enters the receipts in his Calh AbilraCl Book from his duplicates, in tl>e 
lame m inner as for the current duty, and extraCts it in like manner into his general 
clofing AbftraCt. 

At tl -c clofe of his coUe-Ction, and palling liis generalAbftraCls, he lodges his books 
iit the i'ixcife Office of the DiftriCt, to be forwarded to the Hearthmoney Office in 
Dublin i’or examination. — If he has continiiC'd any arrear in his collection, he enters a 
lift thereof in his Calh AbftraCt Book, and makes three copies of the lift for the 
Chief ColleCtcr, Supervifors, and himfelf. — All arrears which remain outftanding for 
two years, are (truck out of charge by the Hearthmoney Collectors. — But the Collector 
is inftruCted to attend to the arrears of Duty on Carriages and Servanrsj and in cafe 
the parties owing the fame, even after the expiration of two years, (hoiild be 
found or difeovered, they are charged with fuch arrear, and it is accounted for as 
current Duty. 

The Hearths and Window-light Duty, v.'hen in arrear for two years, are (truck off 
under the authority of an ACt of Parliament. 

The duty of the Supervifor of Hearthmoney is to place the Hearthmoney 
Collectors on duty in their refpeCVive walks under the annual InftruCtion which they 
receive from the InfpeCtor General of Hearthmoney, or Affiftant Examinatorj they 
are bound to attend on the_days appointed for the Hearthmoney Collectors to make 
their payments, to examine the duplicate receipts, and fee that they agree correftly 
with the fums entered as the daily receipts in the Ca(h AbftraCt : — Alfo, to fee that the 
Survey and Receipts are regularly pofted in the Ledger. — They arc likewife to make 
enquiry from each Hearth CoileCtor, whether any perfon may have removed from 'his 
walk chargeable with any Duty on Carriages, Servants, Horfes, or Dogs, and report 
to the Hearth-money Office where fuch perfons have removed to, in order that the 
.proper Officer may be apprized of the charge againft them. —After every period of 
payment, he makes a Diary or Report to the Hearthmoney Office, of the proceedings 
of himfelf and Officers during fuch period 5 this Report contains the names of tlie 
Officers, the Pariffies, the amount of the different heads of Duty as per Survey, and 
the Payments made on account thereof to the Excife Collector ; this Report alfo 
contains a column for any Obfervauons he may think neceffary to make on the 
conduct of his Officers. — The Supervifors have the care, and .are accountable for 
the books delivered for the ufe of the Survey. — They are bound, from time to time, 
to make occafional Check Surveys, and particularly to make 30 days Check Surveys 
in the courfe of each year. 

In making thefe Check Surveys they are to carry with them the Ledger of the 
Officer Whofe walk they are infpeCling, and carefully examine each Houfe, to 
afeertain that every Hearth and Window therein has been brought to charge, and to 
make ftriCt enquiry refpeCting Carriages, Servants, Horfes, and Dogs.-- And alfo, to 
exarnine and compare the Acquittances paffed for the Duties received by the Officer, 
thiit they agree in every refpeCt with the duplicate entries thereof. And he is to make 
oa’th'before the chief Collcdor, that he has made the .30 days Check Survey agreeable 
to his lTiftru<^ions, and that his return thereof is correift; and at the clofe of the 
collaStion of each walk, he is ro compare the Ledgers with the ‘.general Abftrafts 
made out therefrom, and to fte chat they perfcflly correfpond or agree, and to certify 
the fame. 

The Hearthmoney Collector is allowed on clofing the colledtion of his 

svtflk, arid alfo li .per-cent, on the amounc ot the Window-light Duty collefted by 
him. He has, befides, co per-cenL on the net increafe of the .produce of the Duties 

upon • 
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upon Hearths and Carriages, according to the race ofDuryin 1787, beyond the highefl; 
produce of iiich Duties in any of three years preceding his firft appointment to the 
colledbion. He is alfo allowed £.S. to defray the expcnces of Conltables. 

On receiving their appointment, both the Supervifor and Colledtor of Hearth- 
monev pal's a fecurity, with two fufticient furetics, for the fum of 800. If the 
fecurity is paffed in the country, it muft be approved by the Excife CoHedor before 
whom k is to be paffed j if in Dublin, by the Solicitor o( Excife. 

The fecurity by Aft of Parliament was originally £.4-Co for each Supervifor and 
Hearth Colleftor. On the colleftion of the Duties on Windows and Servants 
being added to the Departmenr, the Board ordered that the fecurity fhould be incrcafed 
to 6co. and on the late additional Taxes, it was further increafed to £. 8eo. 

The Supervifor is allowed 60. (except the Supervifor ofDublin, who has £.Jo-) . 
on account of the Hearthmo'ney colleftion, and_^{,40. additional, on account of the 
W'indo'w-light Tax having been put under his fupervifion j and this latter is paid to him 
on receipt of the return of his 30 days Check Survey, verified on oath. 

The.fe allowances are paid by the Excife Colleftor of the Diftrift, The 2, f per- 
cent, on the 'Window- light Duty is allowed to the Hearth-money Colicckor out of 
each payment he makes to the Excife Colleftor. The 20 per-cent, on the net 
increafe of the produce of the Duties upon Hearths and Carriages is paid upon the 
Board’s order, grounded on the certificate of the Infpeftor General, or Alliftanc 
Examinator of Hearthmoney. 

The Infpeftor General certifies to the Excife Board, on the clofe of the year, the 
credits the Colleftors of Excifb fliould be allowed refpeftively, on account of the 
afore-mentioned payments of 2| per-cent, and the allowance of £. 40. to the Super-, 
vifors i and the Board iffoes a warrant of allowance thereon to the Accountant 
General. j r' 

In the Hearthmoney Office are kept Ledgers for each of the aforefaid beads of 
Duties ; in thefe Ledgers are entered the payments made by the Hearthmoney Collec- 
tors to the Coileftors of Excife. Thefe entries he makes from a Cafh Abftraft fur- 
nifhed by the chief Colleftor of each Diftrift, containing the daily receipts of the 
aforefaid Duties in each Diftrift, for the period up to which the Abftraft is made, • 
Hating the total fum received on account of each Duty, and the total amount of the 
whole, for which the Colleftor of Excife paffrs his Receipt at the bottom of the Ab- 
ftraft:, and the Abftraft is certified to be correft by the Supervifor and the Hearth- 
money Colleftor; he likewifc keeps a Monthly Produce Book, and a Quarterly Pro- 
duce Book ; in the Monthly Produce Book are entered the payments by the feveral 
Hearthmoney Coileftors in each Diftrift, under each head of Doty, as taken frona . 
tlieir refpeftive Caffi Abftrafts of the month, and tire total of each Diftrift transferred 
to the Quarterly Produce Book ; and from this book he furnifhes the Accountant 
General with the total amount of the icveral Duties paid to each Colleftor within the 
quarter, under their relpcftive heads. . 

• Ac the clofe of the year, the Hearthmoney Colleftor of each Walk makes out an 
Abftraft for each head of Duty, of the Charge and Receipts for the year. This Ab- 
ftraeft contains the name of the Diftrift, the Counties," Baronies, and Parifhes ; the 
amount of the Charge by Arrcar continued from the preceding year; the 
Amount of the Charge by Survey for the current year ; the total of cnefe Charges ; the 
Receipts on account of the Arrear, and alfo on account, of the current Duty ; the total 
Receipt; the amount of the Arrear ftruck off ; and the amount of the current Duty con- 
•linued in arrear in each Barony and Pariffi-; together with the feveral fums periodi- 
cally paid CO the chief Colleftor during the year. Thefe items are brought to a ge- 
neral Total, and the Colleftor paffes his Receipt at the foot of cheYearly Abftraft tor 
•the whole amount of the payments made to him in the year. This Abftraft is cerd- 
.fied to have been carefully examined, and found to be correft, by the Hearthmoney 
■Colleftor and the Supervifor. . , ■ , ■ 

On receiving this Abdraft, die Infpeftor General of Hearthmoney enters m his 
■Ledger the charge by. furvey on each Barony or Pariih, the Receipts on Duty in each 
Barony or Pariih, the total Charge and total Receipts, the Arrears ftruck off, and the 
Arrears continued, and compares and checks the payments as entered m the Ledger 
■from the Caih Abftrafts i and ihould the payments made to' the Colleftor of Excilc 
.appear to be ftiort of the Receipts on Duty and on Arrear, the deficiency is charged 
■on the face of the Abftraft as a Balance due by the Hearthmoney Colleftor, and as 
fuch entered in the Ledger. , ^ c c 

He then makes ouc and returns to the Accountant General, a Certificate for each 
head of Duty in each Diftrift, which Certificate contains the names of the feveral 
Hearthmoney Coileftors within the Diftrift, the Charge by Survey, the Receipt on 
. E Duty, 
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Cfi(y,.tlie Arrear continued, the Charge by Arrear, Receipt on Arrear,and lire Arrear 
fttOCk off in each walk; but Ihould the payments to ti:e Excife Colleftor be fliort of 
the Receipts, the Balance due by the Hearthmoney Collefftor is Hated in the Certi- 
ficate, in order that the Excife Colleftot may have credit for fuch Balance. Thcfc 
Certiftcates are figned' by the Infpeftor General of Hearthmoney, or the Afliftanc 
Exammator of Hearth-money. 

This Examinant thinks, that the Hearthmoney Colleaors in general are not ade- 
quately pafd i and he thinks the Revenue would be very much benefited if the 
Hearthmoney Colleftor was intcrefted in the colleftion, by receiving a pcr-centage 
theYe'on. 

And hfis' alfo'of opinion, that the prefenr number of them is not adequate to the 
perforifi'an'ce of the duty impofed on them, and, in. confequence of the great increafe of 
Taxes, that fome n'ew arrangement is neceffary. 

He is of' opinion, that the due colledion of chefe Revenues depends very much upon 
the vigilance of the Sitpcrvifors, and that if they do their duty ftriftly according to 
their In^ruSiions, the Revenue cannot fuffer to any confiderable extent j but he con- 
ceives their prefent falary as not adequate to their fituations.. 

Examinant faith. That confiderable Balances have become due to the Revenue, and 
in fome inflances very recently incurred by the infolvency of Hearthmoney Colieftors 
in different Diftridls, more particularly in the Diftrifts of Dublin City and County j 
and chat in feveral inflances, thefc Infolvent Balances greatly exceed the amount of the 
fecUrity given by the Hearthmoney Colledlors. 

This Examinant ftates, That by a general Order of the Board, the Hearthmoney 
Colleiflors fhould be put on duty as foon as poffible after the cth of April in each year, 
which has been complied with until laft year, when the Dublin Officers were not put 
on duty until the .3d of September, and the Country Officers on the 7th of Odober, as 
this Examinant did not receive the A6t regulating the colleftion of the feveral Taxes 
until the ad of Auguft. It appears to have been paffed on the loth of July ; and that 
having Counfel’s opinion to take upon feveral points in the Adi, and a variety of new 
documents to get printed, and forwarded to the Collcdlors, it was not in his power 
to put tfle Officers on duty fooner.

The further Examination of Mr. THOMAS WRAY, 
Infpedlor General of Hearthmoney ; taken on Oath 
the 18th, 2ift, 22d, 23d, and 28th of April 1S06. 

This Examinant faith, 

Tliat the Hearthmoney Colledtcrs, although appointed annually to their walks 
by an order from the Board, are not' removed from one walk to another without 
ipecial caufe. 

That when a Hearthmoney Colleclcr is firft appointed to a walk, he ought to 
take, and Examinant believes generally does take, an account of the Windows and 
Hearths by adlual Survey. 

The Office-days for the payments by the Hearthmoney Coilcdlors for the 
Cities of Dublin, Cork, Limerick, and Waterford, and Town of Belfaft, are fixed 
at intervals of a fortnight. The ufual time for clofing the Accounts of the Col- 
ledlions has been the 29th of September. The Taxes for the whole year, payable 
by each perfon, are to be paid in one fum, and the Hearthmoney Colledlors are 
not authorized to receive them by inflalments. 

The Hearthmoney Colledlors make no return to the Hearthmoney Office of 
their furvey or charge prior to the Colle( 5 tion, nor until they clofe their Accounts 
tor the year. But they are required to produce their Survey Books and Ledger 
to the Supervifor on every Office-day, and the Supervifor, after each Office-day, 
returns in his diary the flate of the Survey and Receipt fince the preceding Office-day. 

If a Hearthmoney Colleflor fhould receive money without giving any acquit- 
tance, or entering the charge in his Survey Book, or if he Ihould pais acquittances 

for 
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for larger Turns than he fills up in the duplicates, or enters in his Survey Book, 
there is no regular mode of deteding fuch fraud but b;, the Check Survey by 
the Supervifor. Examinant has known inftances of fuch frauds being detected. 
The Board have frequently ordered fpecial Check, Surveys by other officers. 

The Supervifor of Hearthmoney is required to attend at the Chief Colledor’s 
Office, on every Office-day in his furvey 5 for the firft default he is fubjedl to a 
fine of a Guinea, and for two fucceffive defaults, to' difmiffiil.— He has known 
fome inftances of Supervlfors having been fined, but none of their being difmiffed 
on this Account.— He conceives it to be the duty of the Excife Colle;a;or to 
report the non-attendance of the Supervifors, 

The duties under the Hearthmoney Department become due and payable imme- 
diately after the 25th March in each year. 

By law, no Duty on Hearths and Windows is recoverable after having been m 
arrear for two years 5 and, when the Revenue Accounts were made up to th? 25th 
March in every year, all arrears of thofe Duties which were then oulftauding for 
two years, were ftruck out of charge. 

From the year 1802, the Revenue Accounts have been made^ up to the 5th of 
January of each year, and fince this change it has been the pradice, on making up 
the Annual Account, to ftrike out of charge the arrears of the preceding year’s 
account then oueftanding, though the fame would not be two years due till the 
25th March following; for inftance, the duties that became due and payable from 
the 25th of March 1803, and remained outftanding on the 5th January 1805, 
were then ftruck out of charge. _ . 

But the officers have always been ordered to continue, and do continue the 
colledion 'of fuch arrears, tmtil the 25th March, when by law fuch part of the 
faid arrears as is then outftanding becomes irrecoverable. 

The fums received on account pf the faid arrear, between the 5th of January 
and 25th of March, are paid to the Colledors of Excife, upon a Caffi Abftrad, 
ftating the head of duty, and when it becomes due ; and this Money is generally 
brought to account by the Hearthmoney Colledors, by fwelling the charge by 
furvey for the following year’s duties in their general clofmg Abftrad for that yekr. 
Sometimes, the money fo received on account of thofe arrears is ftatedin the dofmg 
Abftrad as a receipt on account of the arrear continued; but this can only be done 
where it is prefumed fo much of the arrear continued will prove infolvent. 

Examinant is of opinion, that no inconvenience could arife in the Accounts of his 
Office, by not ftriking off the arrears until they adually become irrecoverable, by- the 
expiration of the two years. . 

It is the pradice to ftrike off the arrears oi duty on Carriages and Servants in 
like manner as the arrear on Hearths and Windows. — The law does not limit any 
period for the recovery of the duty on Carriages_ and Servants ; but as he found it 
was the pradice when he came into office to ftrike off the arrears of the duty on 
Carriacres, after being two years outftanding as before mentioned, and as he was 
required by the Accountant General to do, fo he has continued the pradice. In 
conformity thereto, he has alfo extended it to the duty on Servants, —He does not 
know the origin of this pradice, nor upon what authority it is founded. 

But the Hearthmoney Colledors are inftruded to attend to the arrears of duty 
on Carriages and Servants, and in cafe the parlies owing the fame after the expira- 
tion of two years ftiould be found or difeovered, they are charged with luch arrear, 

and it is accounted for as current duty. . • 

Examinant recolleds but very few inftances of Hearthmoney Colledors being 
appointed Supervifors.

General of Hearthmoney j taken on Oath, the i2ch 
and i8th of Jone 1806. 

This Examinant faith, 

That the King’s fhare of Penalties recovered under the Hearthmoney A6l before 
the Sub-commiflloners of Excife, arc, as he believes, paid in and accounted for with 
the Excife Penalties. 

There are 34 Hearthmoney Dlftridls, and ao Supervifors appointed to rhofe 
Diftriifts, one of whom has three Diftricis, 12 have two Diltriits each, and the 
remaining feven have one each. 

The Hearthmoney Collefbors of each DiftriS; are appointed to pay to an Excife 
•Colledlor within their refpeftive Diftridls. 

The Excife Collcdors are allowed x per-cent, upon the amount of their receipts 
on account of the Duties on Hearths, but not on account of the other Duties. 

The general Abftradts are occafionallv examined, and the calculations of the 
Duties checked in the Hearthmoney Office. 

Such of the Hearthmoney Colle6tors as may have had arrears of Duties on Hearths 
and Windows in charge to coHeft, retain, after clofing their General Abftrafts, the lift' 
offuch arrears ftili uncolledled and colled: as great a portion as they can up to the 
25th March following, when fuch arrears becom'e irrecoverable, for which purpofe they 
are intrufted with a fufficient number of Acquittances. Such of the arrears on the 
Other Duties as are entered. Struck off in the General Abftrads, are colleded up to 
the 25th March following by the fame means; but whatever is collcded afterwards 
on account of fuch arrears, is colleded as current Duty. Every Hearthmoney 
Colledor is allowed ,f.8. per annum for the cxpence of a C'onllable. 

Tie believes there are no fees taken by the Supervifors or Coliedlors of Hearth- 
money. 

The Hearthmoney Colledors, after having made the Survey and Colledion of 
any part- of their walk, do not ufually, nor are they required, to make any fecond 
Survey during the fame year, for it has been confidered that the additional Duties 
that might accrue from the period of the firft Survey, would not indemnify the 
expcnce of a fecond. Examinant believes that fecond returns are very rarely made 
by perfons who become fubjed, after the firft return,, to additional Duties. 

Examinant faith, that in certifying to the Accountant General the charge ag'ainft 
the Colledors ofExcife, for the year ended 5th January 1806, the Colledors were 
feverally charged with the fums adually paid to them on account of the relpedive 
Duties to the 5th January inclufive, and a memorandum was made upon each cer- 
tificate, that the further fetclement of the account was poftponed until the colledion 
"by the Hearthmoney Colledors ffiould be clofed ; of courfe there could be no cer- 
tificate of any arrear continued.

The Examination of Mr. PIERCE HA’CKETT ; taken 
upon Oath, the xoch of February 1806. 

This Examinant faith. 

That he is Hearthmoney Colledor of the Eaft W'alk of Dublin Dlftrid ; was ap- 
pointed a Hearthmoney Colledor in February 1787. 

It is his duty to furvey, charge, and colled the feveral Taxes upon Fire-hearths, 
Windows, Carriages, Male Servants, Horfes, and Dogs. 

The pradice previous to this year was, to go round, furvey, and charge the amount 
of;the nffpedive Duties on each Floufe, and leave a Bill or Account of the parciciJars, 

with 
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with the day fixed at the bottom when he would next call j if the money was not paid 
on that day he lerved a notice, acquainting the occupier of the houfe, that if the 
Duties were not paid in one month, they would be liable to a penalty of,f. 50. on each 
Tax. No Survey, Afleffment, or charge is ever made by any other perfon previous to 
his collection ; but, after the collection, Check Surveys are made. 

By an Act of the laft Seflion, chap. 105, he is required to leave a blank Lift at each 
houfe to be filled up by the occupier, and to be returned to him within ten clays, with 
the number of their Male Servants, Carriages, Horfesfand Dogs; and where there are 
Lodgers, Lifts are left for them to fill up. In cafe the Lodger makes no Return, the 
owner of the houfe is bound to make it for him. When the Lifts are returned, he 
makes out an Account, adding the Hearth and Window Tax, which he takes from 
his own furvey, and proceeds to colleCt j and in cafe he is , not paid, he has no other 
remedy but to diftrain. 'I'he Duty upon Lodgers is very difficult to colletft, as there 
is feldom any property to diftrain. The-penaky of £. 50. on peiTons not paying the 
Duty within one month after notice is ferved, was difeontinued by the laft-mentioned 
ACt. 

Hc'keeps duplicates of all the Acqtiitrances, which he pafles to the Public, and from 
thence he makes up every fortnight, on the Saturday, a Calh AbftraCl, which he fends 
with the duplicates of the Acquittances to the Supervifor, to be examined and figned. 
On the Monday following, after being examined and figned, they are returned to him, 
when he immediately pays in the money he has received to the CollcClor of Excife, who 
paftes his Receipt at foot of the Cadi AbftraCV. 

He has a falary of ,^.40. a year on the Eftabiifhment, and £. 20 per-cent, on the net 
increafe upon the produce of Hearth and Carriage Taxes over the ftandard at which 
they were when he commenced the col!e(ftion of the walk, which amounted in the 
year ended March i S04, to £. 347. o s. 9I. He has al'b per-cent, on the produce 
of the Window Light L'uty, which amounted in faidyear to 277. 13/. 

This Examinant was formerly in a diftant colledtion, where he was always obliged 
-to take a perfon with him as a fccurity againft violence, which put him to confiderable 
■cxpence, to which the emoluments of his office were by no means adequate.

This Examinant faith. 

That he is Supervifor of Hearrhmoney, Window, Carriage, Servant, Horfe, aud 
Dog Duties, of the Diftrifts of the County and City of Dublin. He was appointed 
by Commifllon in the year 1799, previous to which appointment he held a fituation 
in the office of the Secretary to the Excife. 

His duty is, generally, to fuperintend the Hearth-money Colledlors of thefe Dif- 
trifts ; to examine their books previous to each payment into the chief Colledor’s 
Offices, which payments are made by the City Colleffors once every fortnight, and by 
•the Country CoUeftors once a month. It is alfo his duty to make occafional furveys 
in chofc Diftricts, which muft be at leaft thirty days in the courfe of the year. 

Since the period of his appointment, he has twice difeovered frauds committed by 
Hearth-money Colleftors, in not making faithful Returns of the money they had 
aftually received. 

During the 30 days he makes a promifeuous furvey of the'fcveral walks under his 
fupervifion, but he is only enabled to furvey a fmall portion of each walk in that 
.time. He conceives, that in large DiftriAs,'it would be of great fervice to the' Reve- 
nue iflonger furveys than thirty days were made. The rCafon he docs net make a 
longer furvey than thirty days is, t hat he is not obliged by his Inftru^ions to do more •, 
nor does be conceive that the prefent falary of a Supervifor is a fufficienc inducement 
to him to devote more of his time to the bufinefs.

This Examinant faith, . c 

That there are feven Hearthmoney Colleclors in the Diftrid of Dublin City, iix 
of whom pay the amount of their receipts on account of all the Taxes under their 
colledtion, to this Examinant once every fortnight, and one, who has an out-ride, [^ys 
once every month. The periods and days of payment are fixed by the Infpcaor 
Gcneral of Hearthmoney. But this regularity of paying every fortnight has been 
introduced witnin the laft three or four years, in confequence, as he believes, of the 
increafe of Duties within that period. 

The Elearthmoney Colkaots, at the time of making their payments, produce a 
Calh AbRraa of their receipts fince their lalt payment, certified and figned by the 
Hearthmoney Colleaor himfelf, and by the Supervifor of Hearthmoney. 

They uniformly pay the whole amount flared in the Calh Abffraas produced by 
them, and he believes no inftance has occurred in this Diftria, of a Colleaor failing 
to appear on the regular days with his AbHrad, and paying the amount thereof. 
They deliver two copies of the Calh Abftraa to this Examinant, on which he paffesa' 
receipt for the amount! one of thofe, copies, with the receipt, is fent^to the_ Infpeaor 
General of Hearthmoney, and the other remains in the Colleaor’s Office. The 
Colleaor of Excife alfo gives the Hearthmoney Colledor a receipt in his book. 

The Colleaor of Excife has a fixed allowance of one per-cent, on the receipt of 
Hearthmoney.

Havino- received your peremptory order to make out fortliwith, an Account 
of the 2.0 per-cent, aiicwed to the Hcarthmoney Colledors of each walk in the 
Kingdom, from the year 1787 to the 5th January 1 805 , 1 beg leave to acquaint you- 
Honours, that I am myfelf unable to attend to the duties of my office, and the Clerk 
that I employ to do my bufmefs is but juft recovered from a feverefit of ficknefs, 
which prevented me, as far. as my Department enables me, to comply with your 
orders ; I alfo beg leave to ftate, that it has never been cuftomary for me to keep any 
account of the Hearthmoney walks in my Office, my Clerk is therefore obliged to 
apply to the lafpedor General of Hearthmoney for a lift thereof, who is now making 
out the fame, which will take him up feveral days ; and when that part of the account 
is finiflied, it is fo very voluminous, that it will take him upwards of a week to finifli 
it completely, as far I am enabled j but the exad per-centage on the rife on each 
■walk cannot be afcertained in each year, for thefe reafons : if a Hearthmoney 
Collector is fined, the fine is deduced from his per-centage, and he is allowed but the 
balance} and if a Hcarthmoney Colledor does not clofe bis walk, but returns an 
arrear, he is allowed but a certain proportion of his per-centage for the year fuch 
arrear is returned in, and if he clofes his walk the fubfequent year, and colleds the 
arrear outftanding, the difallowance of the former year is added to his per-centage of 
the year he clofes, which blends one year’s per-centage with the other. 

I therefore humbly entreat, that your Honours will be pleafed to acquaint the Com- 
miffioners of Enquiry with the cauies that have protraded the account heretofore, and 
that every exertion will be made to make it out } but that a fortnight is the leaft poffible 
time it can be furniftied.

At the clofe of each of the three firft quarters of the year, the Infpe<ftor General of 
‘Hearthmoney returns to the Accountant General a certificate of the adlual receipts 
■of each Duty under that collecUon, in each Diftrift, during the quarter paid over to 
the Excife'Colledtors. 

Afterthe clofe of the laft quarter of the year, he returns to the Accountant General 
a feparate certificate for each Duty, in each Diftriift, for the whole year, which cer- 
tificate contains the names of the fevcra'l Hearthmoney Colleftors in the Diftri(ft, 
the Charge by Survey, the Receipt on Duty, the Balance (if any) due bv the Hearth- 
money Collciftors, the Arrears of the current year, “ the Arrears of the preceding year," 
•the Receipt on the latter, and, under the titleof Arrears Struck off, fuch portion offaid 
laft-mentioned arrears a.«. remains unpaid. 

From the .Quarterly Certificates, the Accountant General, in the three 'firft quarters 
■of the year, charges quarterly each Excife Colletftor with t'hc amount of his R-eeeipts 
on account of thefe Duties, diftinguifhed under their feveral heads. 

To make up the charge againft the CoHedor for the laft quarter of the year, he 
■dediidts the amount of the receipts of the feveral Duties charged to the Colledtor fn 
•the three preceding quarters, from the charge by Survey of the faid Duties refpedVivcly, 
•as returned in the annual certificates before- mentioned, and enters the Balance .under 
each head in the laft quarter of his account as the charge againft the 'Cdllecftor for faid 
.quarter. 

In this Account, made up‘by the Accountant General for each Excife Collcftor, the 
firft charge -in refpedl of the Dudes under the Hearthmoney .coliedion is the balances 
due. by Hearthmoney Colle£lors> and the Arrears in .colleftion transferred from the 
credit fide of the fame Account for the preceding year.; then follows the charge for 
the current year, entered in manner before deferibed. 

On the Difcharge fide of the current year’s account, he credits the Colleftor in the 
Jaft quarter, with the amount of the balance due by Hearthmoney Colledtors remaining 
unpaid, and alfo with fuch part of the arrears of the preceding year’s account as remains 
uncollcded, which are then entered in the account “ Dilcharged,” as having been two 
years due. fie next credits him with the arrears of the current year, the Salaries and 
Allowances paid to Hearthmoney Collc<il-ors, and the amount of Hearthmoney 
Incidents paid.by-lhe .Collecftor.during the year. 

The Colleftor 'makes no diftioeft payment or remiccance on account of the Hearth- 
money Duties} they are blended with. his payments or remittances for the other Duties 
under his collcftlon. 

This Examinant keeps an account for Window-light allowances, and Hearth- 
money, Salaries, and incidents. 

The Window-light allowances confift of ,^'.40. to each Supervifor of Hearth- 
money, and alfo of pcr-cciir. to the Hearthmoney Colleftors on the amount of the 
Window-light Duty colle(fted by them. 

The Window-light Allowances he takes fronn -the certificate of the Infpeftor 
General of Hearthmoney, and the flearthmoney. Salaries, and Incidents, from the 
certificate of the Examiner and Stater of Hearthmoney Accounts. Firom thefe 
certificates the Accountant General credits the refpefUve Colleftors in their annual 
Accounts for the before-mentioned Allowances, Salaries, and incidents.

Ij-anches, the ColUaion of the Taxes on Hearths, Carriages, Servants, and Window Lights : To examine and check 
every Payment made, and Abftraa furnimed, hy Hearlhmoney Colleflors, into ills fe vcral Excife Offices of tlie King- 
dom of Ireland, .-urd report to the Board the periodical Payments, as made in each fortnight and month, by the Hearth- 
money Colleaors, with an opinion on the eondua of each ; alfo to report, quarterly, to the Accountant General;
